THE COMPLETE CAPITOL DISCOGRAPHY 

By D. TOBORG PART THREE 

1962 to 1973 

What follows is probably the most extensive Capitol Records research that has 
been attempted by anyone. It was put together from the actual work books of Ken 
Nelson and Lee Gillette shortly before they left Capitol. 

When Johnny Bond first contacted me about using the Ritter discography and I 
wrote him that mine was incomplete because we could not get Capitol cooperation 
he contacted Bill Boyd at Capitol. Boyd had a complete title listing typed up but 
we found this to be inadequate. Only the master numbers of the initial releases wer 
noted but not the master numbers of subsequent rerecordings. Bond then went to. 
Frank Jones, a Capitol Vice President in charge of Country /Western releases, in 
regards to his Ritter Biography The Tex Ritter Story (RR 146/147) and Jones pro- 
mised Bond Capitol's full cooperation. Ken Nelson and Lee Gillette supplied Bond 
with their work books and Bond passed Xeroxes on to Ed Tabor and myself. Then 
began the pain staking job of each of us typing up a list which spanned 30 years of 
Capitol's history and comparing it. As might be expected there were discrepancies 
and sessions which were left out. Ed met with Ken Nelson and the result was that 
most of the discrepancies were resolved. 



Hll With deep regret we herewith announce the loss of an astute colleague, DIEDRICH T>ICrt** 
TOBORG, whose dedication and erudition built his research on Tex Ritter into an engrossing 
science. From his initial research on Tex in our Record Research issue no. 108 (Dec. 1970) 
right up through our present issues we have had the pleasure to witness the amazing growth 
of his comprehension about the life, time and especially the recorded output of his idol, Tex 
Ritter. It would be difficult to estimate of how little there may have been known about 
the intricacies of Tex Ritter's recording career if it had not been researched via Toborg . One 
of the most fascinating and rewarding aspects of his Tex Ritter research was his probe into the 
mechanizations of Capitol Records as far as their bookeeplng documentation of their recording 
product was concerned. His great interest in Tex Ritter led to his determination to learn about 
Tex's recording adventures for Capitol. Through the cooperation of key Capitol execs plus 
artists like Johnny Bond he was able to effect the advancement of his knowledge about Tex 
and Capitol. Along with this knowledge came an inundation of recording company statistics 
which up to this point had been largely shadowed in obscurity. In fact Toborg* s dllllgent 
Capitol Ritter research. opened the door to show how Capitol Records worked the statistical 
documentation of their very complicated vast recording sessions. Matrices, recording dates, 
issuance numbers, personnels etc. are all included In Toborg' s presentations. We are happy 
to report that we shall complete Dick's Ritter - Capitol research in forthcoming columns In RR. 

In his last days Dick dictated his last research article for us to his brother Fred - and 
we are indeed honored herewith to publish It -Len Kunstadt for Bob Colton and RR 



"An Unknown Tex Ritter Recording" 

by D. Toborg 

Sometime back I received a letter from a subscriber who wrote that 
he had a recording of High Noon whose origin he couldn't ascertain. 
This was English Capitol Release CL13778. High Noon (MSC-126) , Boogie 
Woogie Cowboy (5439) . We had been led to believe this was Capitol 
(10485) which apparently it wasn't. 

I asked the Record Research audience to help me acquire a copy 
of this release. Thanks to the response of England's Mr. David Griffiths, 
a copy was forthcoming. This is definitely an alternate release. 

In the early days of Capitol they did not have the resources to re- 
lease their own product in the British Isles. They relied on British 
Decca. When the American Master Number was unknown, they supplied a 
holding number. The (MSC-126) is a holding number. What is strange 
is that a British conductor, Johnny Douglas, is listed on the label. 

This means the recording was made in England. 

Why? There was a subsequent release CL13768 High Noon/There Shall 
Be Shadows of Blessings (9770). I have not had access to this record. 
I would like to know the master number from the shellac. 



When Johnny Bond wrote The Tex Ritter Story , he wrote that Mrs. 
Ritter kept insisting the High Noon ballad had been recorded in England. 

Capitol's notebooks belied this. 

Bond's book also mentions that when Tex Ritter did the sound 
track, he went to Capitol to make a commercial release but they turned 
it down stating that Western music and show tunes were dead. It was only 
after Mitch Miller at Columbia announced that Frankie Lane was going to 
record the High Noon ballad that Ritter was rushed to Capitol studio and 
his version was eventually recorded. My thought is that between these 
dates Ritter was in England on tour and was persuaded to make the Douglas 
recording at that time. With a master in the vaults, logic states that 
this master was released in England. Thanks to the help of the British 
Musicians Union, I was able to make contact with Mr. Douglas. He 
couldn't shed any light on the recording. I wrote Mrs. Ritter c/o the 
fan club and they said she would answer should she choose to. As of 
this date she has not answered. The record exists and for those who may 
want to track it down. Happy Hunting!

We begin with Joyce Music Corp. (Box 184» Zephyrhills, Fla 
33599) and the latest 10 releases sent me: 

"The Later Tommy Dorsey, Vol. If" •••and that means the 
1951/52 perioa when TD featured Francis Irvin, Buddy 
Stark, Charlie Shavers, The Rhythmaires, and the fine 
voice of Bob London on vocals. Nice! 

"Woody Herman In Disco Order, Vol. 29", which takes us 
up to the 1952 studio sessions with the Herd. Woody and 
Dolly Houston share vocal honors. 

"The Complete Raymond Scott, Vol. 5"» Here we go back 
to '41 and '42. Side I has Gloria Hart and Clyde Burke 
sharing the "mike", while Side II features several of 
those great Scott instrumentals. 

"The Complete Teddy Powell, Vol. 2". Nice to hear this 
sometime overlooked band from back in 1940/41* Ruthie 
Gaylor, Jimmy Blair & The Teddy Bears vocalize. 
"One Night Stand With Harry James at the Click". This 
is the 1947 James band in a remote. Marion Morgan, Buddy 
DiVito and Tiny Timbrell do the singing. 

"One Night Stand with Ray McKinley at the Meadowbrook" is 
another remote, this time from June 1 9^6# Ray and the 
boys bavin' a ball. 

"One Night Stand With Shep Fields at the Copacabana, 
1 9 W f • But no Riplling Rhythm here!

These are those great 
Camel Caravan air shots from 1939 featuring Johnny Mercer, 
and Louise Tobin was the canary with BG. 
"Benny Goodman On the Air", Vol 3. More of the same! 
"Will Osborne On the Air". One of my favorites is this 
remote from the Casa Manana in Culver City on two 
different air shots from 1940. The maestro and Barbara 
Bush handle to vocal chores, and nicely.
